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An annual conprehensive state health care plan should be
established by the Board and should include a budget, an
eval uation of district health care needs, and goals for various
parts of the Program Prior to establishnment, the Board should
appoi nt advi sory subconmittees of health care research and ethics
experts and public hearings should be held. The resulting
conprehensive health care plan should seek to secure the npst
cost-effective health care

The Board shall establish the "M ssouri Health Care Trust
Fund" which will be used for all aspects of Program operation
Revenues held in the trust fund are not subject to appropriation
or allotrment by the State or any political subdivision of the
State. Various accounts will be created within the trust fund
for specific purposes.

Every person who is a resident of Mssouri, regardless of
preexi sting conditions, will be eligible to receive benefits for
covered services under the Program Persons who are not
residents, but who are enployed in Mssouri will be eligible for
benefits if a health prem um surcharge is paid. Certain
services, as listed, will not be covered under this Program

The Program shall pay the expenses of institutiona
provi ders of health care and each provider shall negotiate an
annual budget with the Programto cover anticipated expenses.
The Programwi || reinburse i ndependent providers of health care
on a fee for service basis. Oher insurers and enpl oyers may
of fer benefits that do not duplicate those offered by the
Program  Sections 354.750 to 354.816 of this act will becone
effective April 1 of the year followi ng the award of a waiver by
t he Departnent of Health and Human Servi ces.

Every enpl oyer or self-enployed person within the State will
pay a health prem um surcharge to the Departnent of Revenue based
on the nunber of enployees it has. A health prem um surcharge,
in addition to the state income tax, will be inposed on
residents' gross incone. An enployer nay agree to pay all or
part of an enpl oyee's surcharge

No later than thirty days after the effective date of this
act, the Departnent of Social Services shall apply to the United
States Secretary of Health and Human Services for all health care
program wai vers that would enable the state to deposit federa
funds into the Mssouri Health Care Trust Fund created in Section
354.771. The Departnent should also identify other federal fund
sources. Under the sane tine frame, the Governor shall appoint
Board menbers.

The Board shall request that the Program be made avail abl e
to federal enployees and retirees while they are residents of
M ssouri .

The
definition of "eligible adult" is broadened to include any person
sixty years of age or older who is unable to protect his or her
own interests or is unable to neet his or her essential human
needs (Section 660.250).

Section 660.252 provides that all Medicaid agreenents
bet ween i n-hone service providers and the Department nust include
training in abuse and neglect identification, prevention, and
reporting. This will be included in the initial training
requiremnment.

Section 660.260 requires the Departnent to initiate a pronpt
i nvestigation of reports received. Wthin 24 hours, the
Department nust investigate reports that indicate a clear danger
to the client.

VWhen the Departnent of Social Services is investigating
whet her an eligible adult is in serious physical danger and in
need of protective services, referrals for protective
i ntervention and oversight will be provided to clients served by
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t he Department of Mental Health (Section 660.260).

Section 660.300 |lists the nmandatory reporters of abuse or
negl ect of in-home services clients. New | anguage includes nurse
practitioners, physician's assistant, in-home services providers,
enpl oyees of area agenci es on agi ng (AAA) or organi zed AAA
programs, funeral directors, and enbal ners.

If a physician nmakes an initial report, then the Departnent
must maintain contact with the physician regarding the
i nvestigation. Wen a report of abuse or neglect of an in-hone
services client is received, the client's case manager must
i nvestigate and inmediately report the results to the Departnment
nurse. The Departnment may all ow the provider's nurse to assist
the case manager (Section 660.300).

Section 660.300 requires |ocal area agencies on aging to
provide volunteer training to all nandated reporters regarding
t he detection and report of abuse and negl ect.

Section 660.300 allows adm nistrative penalties of up to
$1,000 per violation for the in-hone services provider if an
enpl oyee is found guilty of a violation and the provider did not
report the abuse to the Departnent. Providers may seek
adm nistrative review of the decision and may appeal to the
circuit court. Violation is defined as a determi nation of guilt
by a court. The Departnment nust establish a quality assurance
and supervision process. The process nmust require randomvisits
to verify conpliance and the accuracy of records.

An in-hone services provider will be guilty of a class A
m sdenmeanor for knowi ngly enpl oying a person who refuses to

Section 660.302 requires the Departnent to refer al
suspected cases of elder abuse to |law enforcenent to jointly
det ermi ne when protective services are needed. Both groups nust
require training regarding the handling of el der abuse cases and
nmust devel op a checklist for investigations.
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The Department shall establish a tel ephone check-in pil ot
project that requires a check-in systemfor in-home enployees to
docunment the time spent in the clients' homes. Workers will
"clock in" when they arrive and "cl ock out" when they |eave. The
state will track the results of the project. The Departnent
shall also follow a "true-up" procedure to accurately and
appropriately renmedy any over-billings or under-billings. The
Department is given rul e-making authority to inplement this
program (Section 1).

The act clarifies that taxes generated by either the wred
line or wireless line tax may only be used for the provision of
energency tel ephone services and for no other purpose. The act
al so authorizes the State Auditor to performaudits to ensure
noneys are being used in this manner.

The act expands the scope of the Advisory Comrittee for 911
Service Oversight to include oversight of inplenentation of
enhanced 911 services.

Filing with the Departnent a certificate of the state
treasurer attesting to the deposit of five hundred thousand
dollars in cash or bonds.

The Departnment mnmust annually receive verification that the

i nsurance policy or surety bond is effective w thout any decrease
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in the ampbunt of coverage or the anobunt of the bonds. |Insurance
and surety conpani es must provide notice to the Director of the
Department within ten days prior to the cancellation of a nedica
mal practi ce i nsurance policy or a surety bond. Prior to any

wi thdrawal , the state treasurer nust receive a certificate from
t he Department verifying that proof of financial responsibility
has been established by either a nmedical malpractice insurance
policy or a surety bond.

Abortion facilities and hospitals are prohibited from
enpl oyi ng any person perform ng abortions who has failed to
furnish proof of financial responsibility.

Pharmaci sts are required to notify and prepare a report to
the O fice of Pharmaceutical Reporting within forty-eight hours
of any unusual or increased prescription rates, unusual types of
prescriptions, or unusual trends in pharmacy visits that could
signify a public health energency. These reports can be made
electronically or in witing and shall include the specific
illness, patient's personal identification information, and the
nanme of the reporting individual. The information contained in
the reports is confidential and will not be disclosed, except
upon the witten consent of the affected individual. Any
pharmacy or pharmacist in violation of the aforementioned will be
guilty of a Class C m sdemeanor.

SECTI ON 160. 400 - Charter schools nmay be operated in the
currently authorized territories, even if the existing schoo
district no longer exists or includes that territory. The act
clarifies that charter schools may be sponsored by a public 4-
year college or university in a county containing an eligible
school district, even if the college or university is not in the
school district. The act alters the provision concerning schoo
bui | di ngs owned or controlled by a school district in which
charter schools may be established.

The act constructs a Charter School Sponsor Oversight and
Accountability Fund, with grant funding adm nistered by the
of fice of adm nistration. Funds shall be transferred annually by
the State Treasurer, based upon the number of charter schools and
charter school enrollment the previous year. Approved sponsors
shal | receive $23,400 per school sponsored the previous year plus
0.5% of per pupil operating revenues for each student enrolled in
such school the previous year. Any sponsor may apply and nust
denonstrate conpliance of all requirenents of law. G ant funds
shall be prorated if necessary when funds are inadequate. Unused
funds shall be retained and used to reduce the next year's
wi t hhol di ng from charter school revenues.

Prior to granting or renewing a charter, sponsors nust
conpl ete crimnal background checks on the nenbers of the Board
of Directors of any nonprofit corporation applying to establish a
charter school. No nenber of a charter school board nmay be
enpl oyed by the charter school nor have a significant interest in
any entity enployed by or contracting with the Board.

SECTI ON 160. 403 - This section establishes the Public
Charter School Board, which shall be responsible for review ng
charter applications and granting or not granting charters. The
Public Charter School Board shall notify applicants of a
decision, in witing, within sixty days of subm ssions of
applications. The public charter school board shall devel op
policies and procedures to neasure and report the performance of
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school s and students for whomthe board grants charters. The
policies and procedures shall be designed to be compatible with
t he educational concept of the charter and phil osophy of charter
schools. Student progress shall be nmeasured using data froma
variety of vehicles.

The act al so creates the Public Charter School Board Fund,
whi ch shall be used exclusively for the operation of the public
charter school board. Subject to appropriation, the state
treasurer shall, on the first business day of each fiscal year
transfer, from general revenue to the public charter school board
fund, $99,000 on an annual basis.

The act mandates that DESE shall provide all administrative
support required by the public charter school board while
utilizing the same resources and personnel that it currently
provides to the State Board of Educati on wi thout assigning
additional costs to the public charter school board. The
Department of El enentary and Secondary Education shall not have
budgetary authority over the devel opnent of budgetary requests or
t he expenditures of funds.

SECTI ON 160. 405 - This section revises the procedure and
time line for chartering a school. A charter school proponent
shal |l provide the local school district and the State Board of
Education with copies of the charter school application wthin
five days of subnmitting the application to the proposed sponsor
The sponsor's decision of approval or denial nmust be made within
90 days of filing the proposed charter (rather than the current
60); if the charter is denied, witten notice must be served on
the State Board of Education within five days. The State Board
has 60 days to deny or grant a proposed charter and shall provide
reasons for denial in witing, if applicable.

Charter schools are required to publish audits and financia
reports. Charter schools may publish audit reports and annua
financial reports via the internet on the secretary of state's
website in lieu of other publishing requirements. A charter may
be revoked for failure to provide necessary conpliance
i nformati on, or the sponsor may require specified remedial action
of the school

Charter school board members, officers and enpl oyees who
willfully violate charter school |aws or neglect to perform any
duty in the charter school laws are guilty of a m sdeneanor as
ot her public school enployees are under current law. A charter
school board may participate in the Mssouri Public Entity Ri sk
Management Fund to the sanme extent as a school board. The act
allows a charter school to be |ocated on the property of a schoo
district without the agreenent of the governing board of that
district.

SECTI ON 160. 410 - Charter schools nust nmake avail abl e the
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charter, the results of background checks, and the public report
card to the parent of guardian of any pupil eligible to seek to
enroll at the school. Reasonable fees may be charged for such
copi es.

SECTI ON 160. 415 - This section alters the paynent nmechani sm
for state (and federal) aid to charter schools by mandating that
DESE pay the charter schools directly. Currently, DESE pays
school districts and the school districts forward the appropriate
allotment to the charter schools inside their district. |f DESE
over pays or underpays the amount due the charter school, such
over or under payment shall be repaid by the public charter
school or credited to the public charter school in twelve equa
paynments in the next fiscal year. Any dispute between DESE, the
school district, and a charter school regarding funding shall be
resol ved by the admi nistrative hearing conm ssion, with the
option of judicial review |If a dispute should occur, DESE is
mandat ed to nmake every administrative and statutory effort to
all ow the continued education of children in their current public
charter school educational setting and not take action which
prevents (either directly or indirectly) the continued operation
of a charter school. Further, DESE is forbidden to make an
arbitrary and capricious decision which negatively inpacts the
education of a child.

SECTI ON 160.420 - This section allows district teachers
enpl oyed in charter schools to retain tenure status and seniority
rights for three years. Charter schools are pernmitted to hire
noncertificated adm nistrators.

SECTI ON 167.349 - This section allows any canpus of the
state university located in a county of the third classification
(University of Mssouri - Rolla) to sponsor charter schools.

SECTI ON 169.596 - This section permts any school district
with a shortage of certified teachers to allow retired
certificated teachers fromany M ssouri public teacher retirenent
systemto teach full-time for up to two years without |osing his
or her retirement benefits, so long as the total nunber of such
retired certificated teachers does not exceed the greater of ten
percent of the total teacher staff for that school district, or
five certificated teachers. Further, any school district with a
shortage of non-certificated enpl oyees nmay all ow those retired
i ndi viduals to be enployed full-tinme for up to two years wi thout
losing his or her retirement benefits. The total nunber of such
retired non-certificated enpl oyees shall not exceed the greater
of ten percent of the total non-certificated staff for that
school district, or five enployees. All necessary costs shall be
paid by the hiring school district and shall not exceed the
school district's statutory cost limtations. |If enacted, this
section shall take effect upon its passage and approval .

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These funds will be used to pay principal and interest on
the bonds. |If there are insufficient funds to do that, the
commi ssion is given authority to transfer nmoneys fromthe State
Road Fund sufficient to make such payments. The Commi ssion will
establish segregated accounts within the various funds to keep
the financing of projects separated fromeach other. The
Commi ssion has authority to nake transfers between funds and
accounts. Wen the bonds issued for a particular toll facility
are paid off, the facility will continue in the state
transportation systemas a free facility.

The act prohibits an enployer fromdiscrimnm nating against a
person with a disability by directly or indirectly interfering
with the person's use of a service animal. Enployers may require
proof of a disability and proof of service aninmal status. No
enpl oyer may prohibit the presence of a service animal, unless
the presence of the animal creates a direct threat or
fundanentally alters the nature of the business (Section
209. 204).

The act prohibits any person fromrequiring additiona
charges or any place of acconmopdati on from denyi ng equal services
to a person using a service animal. Identification cards or
other witten docunentation, the presence of a harness, tags, or
credi bl e verbal assurances will be considered evidence of the
disability and that the animal is a service animal. A service
animal's access may be restricted or denied if its presence poses
a direct threat or fundanentally alters the nature of the
busi ness. Any person who violates this section may be subject to
crimnal prosecution or a conplaint with the Human Ri ghts
Conmi ssion (Section 209. 206) .

The act prohibits any node of public transportation from
refusing service or charging additional fees to a person using a
service animal. Any person who violates this section may be
subject to crimnal prosecution or a conplaint with the Human
Ri ghts Commi ssion (Section 209.208).

Mot or vehicle drivers and persons using service ani mals must
both take necessary safety precautions. Any driver failing to
take such precautions will be liable for actual damages. Any
person who intentionally causes an accident or injury to a person
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using a service animal will be guilty of a class B m sdeneanor
(Section 209.211).

Section 209.212 contains the follow ng provisions for
vi ol ati ons agai nst service aninmals:

Intentional destruction or injury, unless for humane
purposes, is a class C fel ony.
- Intentional deprivation or fraud is a class A m sdenmeanor

and will not prohibit other charges of theft and possession of
stol en property.

- Negligent or malicious killing or injury will result in
civil liability to the user for $1000 + fees.

- WIIlful or malicious injury is a class C fel ony.

- Sale or transfer of a stolen animal is a class C felony.

- WIIful or negligent injury or destruction will result in
civil liability for the value of the service aninmal and any
rel ated costs.

Any person misrepresenting an aninmal as a service ani mal
will be guilty of a Class B m sdeneanor (209.214).

The owner of a service aninmal or service animal in training

will be liable for any danmages caused by the aninmal. Owners nust

keep service animals restrained while in use or be subject to
civil liability for any damages. Service aninmals nust be
identifiable (209.216).

The Human Ri ghts Conmission will have jurisdiction over
vi ol ati ons of specified sections. Upon a showing that a
conpl aint has been filed with the Comm ssion, a prosecutor may
wi t hdraw any pendi ng action concerning the same violations. The

act does not exclude existing civil or crimnal remedies (Section

Water service to a
resi dence may not be di sconnected unless a notice is sent to the
custoner by certified mail and nust include the proposed action
date of proposed action, cost of reconnection, reason for the
action, anount of the arrearage, address where paynent can be
sent, any actions which the residential customer may take to
prevent the disconnection, and contact information for the
custoner to call. This portion of the act is simlar to SB 339
(2003).

The Public Service Commission is allowed to establish a
pilot programto consider ability to pay as a factor in setting
utility rates and establishing progranms for |owincone
residential utility custonmers. The Commi ssion may al so require
public utilities to provide information on the coordination of
ot her progranms and other bill related information. This portion

The definition of "baseline year" provides that if
state wi thhol ding tax revenues and sales tax revenues from
busi nesses ot her than out-of-state businesses |locating in the
area decrease in the year follow ng adoption of the ordinance,
t he baseline year shall be the year after

The nunicipality may submit the devel opment plan to the
M ssouri Devel opment Finance Board for approval of the use of tax
i ncrement financing and if submitted nmust contain certain
information. Th nunicipality may request certain informtion
fromthe Departnment of Revenue which nust be provided within 45
days of the request. The General Assenbly may annually
appropriate the lesser of the tax increment increase plus $50
mllion or $150 mllion into the state supplemental downtown
devel opnent fund which is created.

The act establishes a M ssouri Downt own Econonic Stinmulus
Act Joint Legislative Conmittee which will consist of ten nenbers
of the General Assembly, five from each body.

The Authority nust nmake a report to the Director of the
Department of Econonic Devel opnent by the end of February each
year. The Director shall then conpile a report for submi ssion to
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t he Governor and General Assenbly.

Every five years after the establishnent of a devel opnent
pl an, the governing body of the authority nust hold a public
hearing.

A tenporary license may be granted upon the payment of a
tenporary |license fee, the subm ssion of all required docunents,
and the applicant neeting the necessary qualifications. The
tenmporary |license shall be valid until the results of the
exam nation are announced (Section 334.406).

A |icensed anest hesi ol ogi st assistant may apply to the Board
to be placed on the inactive status list.

Any person who
knowi ngly abuses or neglects an eligible adult not residing in a
facility will be guilty of a Class D felony (Section 187.028).

The Departnent nust pronptly refer all cases of suspected
abuse to the appropriate |aw enforcenment agency.

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187.030). Subject to conditions, any statenment nmade by a person
sixty years or older or a disabled person shall be admi ssible in
a crimnal, civil, or administrative proceeding (Section

Any person or institution making a report pursuant to
Section 187.020 to Section 187.050 shall be i mune from any civi
or crimnal liability (Section 187.034). Any person, who has
reasonabl e cause to believe that the m sappropriation of property
or funds of an eligible adult not residing in a facility has
occurred, nust report such information to the Department.
Retal i ati on against an eligible adult not residing in a facility

Section 187.080 details the requirenments of the enpl oyee
di squalification list.

The Board may prescribe
conti nui ng education requirenents and enpl oy personnel to carry
out the proscribed duties (Section 334.1015).

Nat ur opat hs must display a license or certificate in a
conspi cuous |ocation that is accessible to the public (Section
334.1018). Any person seeking to practice as a naturopathic
physi ci an must have their fitness exam ned by the Board. An
average score of seventy-five is required to pass (Section
334.1021).

Section 334.1024 creates a list of persons who are exenpt
fromthe licensure requirenents.

ARTICLE 5 - FRAUD AND LIABILITIES. This act nakes it unlawful to
engage in the offer, sale or purchase of a security by fraud. It
is unlawful to provide fraudul ent investnment advice. Evidentiary
burdens for proving an exenption in a civil or crimnal
proceedi ng are defined. The filing of sales and advertising

literature may be required by rule. It is unlawful for a person
to make a misleading or false statenent in any record used in an
action or proceeding under this act.

ARTI CLE 6 - ADM NI STRATI ON AND JUDI CI AL REVI EW  The conmi ssi oner
of securities shall administer this act. A Securities |Investor

Thi s section nmakes sonme technical changes (Section 43.506).

PAYMENTS FOR RECORDS, EXCEPTI ONS - Renoves the charge for
information fromthe crimnal registry for information supplied
to crimnal justice agencies or for state agencies screening
state enpl oyees or applicants (Section 43.527).

FEES, METHOD OF PAYMENT- CRI M NAL RECORD SYSTEM FUND - The act
limts the amount the highway patrol may charge of a crimnal
hi story check to $5 for a non-fingerprint search and $14 for a
fingerprint search (Section 43.530).

WHEN RECORDS MAY BE OBTAI NED - This section requires the crimna
history and identification records obtained fromthe centra
repository to be used only for the purpose for which they were
obtained. This allows the subject of the record to challenge the
accuracy of the crimnal history record (Section 43.532).

This section also gives the crimnal records repository
exclusive authority to engage in collecting, assenbling, or
di ssem nating crimnal history records. It is a Class A
m sdenmeanor for a person to collect or disseninate crimnal
hi story record information to anyone other than the origina
requestor.

CERTAI N AGENCI ES TO SUBM T FI NGERPRI NTS - The act allows the

Regi stration, Departnment of Social Services, the State Suprene
Court, Departnment of Elenentary and Secondary Education, M ssour
Lottery, and other appointnments or persons seeking enpl oynent
with a crimnal justice agency (Section 43.543).

TEACHERS - The act prohibits school enployees from having
unsupervi sed contact with students until a crimnal history
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background check has been conpleted. The person shall submit two
sets of fingerprints, one for the Hi ghway Patrol, the other for

The effective date of this section is
January 1, 2004 (Section 168.283).

CHI LD PROTECTI ON AND REFORMATI ON - EMERGENCY PLACEMENT BACKGROUND
CHECKS - This section allows the juvenile court or DFS to request
a nane-based crimnal history record check, including orders of
protection and outstandi ng warrants of each individual 18 years
of age or ol der using MILES or the National Crine |Information
Center (NCIC) if there is an energency placement of a child in a
private hone. |[If the name-based search is conducted, within five
busi ness days after the emergency placenent of the child, al

i ndi vi dual s age 18 or over residing in the honme shall provide two
sets of fingerprints to |ocal |aw enforcenment. One set of prints
is used to search the crimnal history repository and the second
is forwarded to the FBI. |[If any person fails to conply, the
child shall be renoved i mediately.

If a placenent is denied based on the nane-based cri m nal
hi story check and the denial is contested, persons residing in
the resi dence over the age of 18 shall submit two sets of
fingerprints to be checked with the crinminal history repository
and the FBI (Section 210.482).

ORDERS OF PROTECTION - This section requires the Division of

Fam |y Services to conduct a search for any adult in the
applicants's household for orders of protection. The request is
made through the Ofice of State Courts Administrator and a
response is provided to the division within 10 days of a request.

A crimnal justice agency receiving a request for crimnal
history information may require positive identification including
fingerprints (Section 610.120).

that are civilly detained (Section 630.140).

| NVESTI GATI ON OF REPORT- ABUSE PREVENTI ON - Adds the Departnent of
Heal th and Senior services (Section 630.167).

Dl SQUALI FI CATI ON FOR EMPLOYMENT BECAUSE OF CONVI CTI ON

Adds the disqualification of a pleading not guilty or nolo
contendre to any crine. Adds felonies of incest, first and
second degree pharnmacy robbery, causing a catastrophe, first
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degree burglary and abuse or neglect of residence as

di squalifying crines. This section also adds that a person

recei ving an suspended inposition of sentence or suspended
execution of sentence of any of the crines listed in this section
is disqualified from enpl oynent.

This section requires applicants for a direct care position
to sign a consent formto conduct a crimnal background check and
di sclose his or her crimnal history. The applicant is also
required to disclose if he or she is listed on the enpl oyee
disqualification list.

The Department must maintain a hot-line caller log for the
reporting of suspected abuse and neglect in long-termcare
facilities. The Departnent must attenpt to obtain the name and
address of any person nmaking a report after obtaining rel evant
i nformati on regarding the all eged abuse or neglect. The identity
of the person meking the report will remain confidential (Section
198. 032) .

The Department may revoke a license if the operator refused
to allow the Departnment access to residents and enpl oyees, the
operator or anyone involved in the operation has ever know ngly
acted or knowingly failed to performany duty that materially or
adversely affected the health, safety, welfare, or property of a
resident, or the operator or anyone involved in the operation has
ever been convicted of a felony relating to the managenent of a
facility. The Departnment shall not have access to information
that is not necessary to carry out the duties of Section 198.006
to Sectionl98. 186, RSMb (Section 198.036).

The Department shall inpose sanctions that are comrensurate
with the seriousness of the violation found to have occurred.
For class I, 11, and Ill violations, the renmedies specified in

this section may be inposed (Section 198.066).
Section 198.067 states that the maxi num amount of ci vi
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penal ties shall be twenty-five thousand dollars. The range of
fines are: class |I: $1000 to $10000; class Il: $250 to $1000;
and class I1l1: $50 to $250.

When the Departnent inposes a class | fine, the fine shal
be incurred i mediately, regardl ess of any subsequent correction
Class Il and Il fines shall be inposed if the violation remins
uncorrected at the tinme of re-inspection (Section 198.067).

The civil nonetary penalties shall be distributed as
follows: 25%to the Elderly Hone-Delivered Meals Trust Fund, 25%
to the Nursing Facility Quality Care Fund to be used for the sole
pur pose of supporting quality care inprovenent projects within
the O fice of State Orbudsman for Long-Term Care Facility
Resi dents, and 50%to the Nursing Facility Quality Care Fund to
assist qualified nursing facilities to inprove the quality of
service to the residents (Section 198.067).

Names fromthe list will be chosen in consecutive order for each
additional petition filed (Section 198.105).

Nur si ng home districts are prohibited from evicting,
harassing, or retaliating against a resident or enployee because
of any reported violations made by the resident, resident's
fam |y, or enployee of the facility. Residents and enpl oyees of
a facility nmay obtain information regarding their rights and
protections fromthe Department's tel ephone referral and
information line (Section 198.301).

The Departnent may reduce the frequency of inspections to
once a year if the facility is found to be in substantia
conpliance. Substantial conpliance will be based on previous
i nspection reports, the facility's history of conpliance, the
nunber and severity of conplaints received about the facility,
and the facility having no changes in ownership, operator, or
Director of Nursing. Any enployee of the Departnent who
knowi ngly discloses the tine of an unannounced inspection will be
guilty of a Class A mi sdeneanor and will be imediately
term nated (Section 198.526).

The Departnent shall provide through their website the nost
recent survey of every long-termcare facility and any

deficiencies. The facility's response to the survey will be
posted on the website. |If a survey is in dispute, the survey
will not be posted until the facility's response has been

reviewed. The website shall also include the facility's proposed
pl an of correction and a link to the federal web site (Section
198. 528) .

If the Division of Family Services is unable to make a
determ nation regarding Medicaid eligibility within sixty days of
the submi ssion of a conpleted application, then the patient wll
be Medicaid eligible until the application is approved or deni ed.
However, the benefits shall not comrence prior to the date of
application (Section 208.072).

The patient care expenditure conponent of the nursing
facility Medicaid per diemrate will include salaries and
supplies for physical, occupational, speech and inhal ation
therapy. The provisions of this subsection will term nate on
August 28, 2008. The prospective rate of a facility may be
reduced if the facility's cost report is found to be fraudul ent
or inaccurate (Section 208.159).

The Departnent nust pronptly contact appropriate |aw
enforcenent agencies if they are unable to substantiate that
abuse occurred due to the | ack of cooperation of the operator and
enpl oyees of the facility (Section 565.186).
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Fi nanci al exploitation of an elderly or disabled person is a
Class A misdenmeanor if the property is less than $50, a Class D
felony if the property is greater than $50 but |ess than $500, a
Class C felony if the property is greater than $500 but |ess than
$1000, and a Class B felony if the property is $1000 or nore
(Section 570. 145).

Mental health facilities may di scl ose necessary information
and records to the Departnment of Health and Senior Services for
the investigation of abuse or neglect (Section 630.140).

Any person who purposely files a false report of abuse or
neglect to the Departnment of Mental Health will be guilty of a
Class A misdemeanor. Any person having a prior conviction of
filing a fal se report of abuse or neglect will be guilty of a
Class D felony (Section 630.165).

St at enents made by persons sixty and ol der or disabled to
t he Department or |aw enforcenent shall only be admi ssible into
evidence in adm nistrative or civil actions brought by the
Department or in crimnal proceedings if the court finds the
statement to be sufficiently reliable and the person who recorded
the statement is available to testify. Statenments shall not be
adm ssi bl e unl ess the prosecuting attorney or the Departnent
notifies the accused in advance of the intention to offer the
statenent into evidence (Section 660.264).

If the Departnment is conducting an investigation but is
unable to access an eligible adult, the court may grant a warrant
or other order to enter the prem ses, require production of
informati on, and enjoin interference with an investigation
(Section 660.270).

Certain mandat ed reporters, including physician assistants
and nurse practitioners, nust immedi ately report suspected abuse
and neglect of an in-hone services client to the Department. If
the client's physician makes a report of suspected abuse or
negl ect, the Departnent shall continuously contact the physician
regardi ng the progress of the investigation. The Departnment nust
also notify the client's case nanager when a report of abuse or
neglect is made. |If an in-home service provider fails to report
abuse or neglect, the Departnent may inpose a fine of $1000 per
vi ol ati on against the provider. The ternms "know ngly" and
"reckl essly" are defined for placenent on the enpl oyee
disqualification list and the cul pable nental state relates only
to the conduct that resulted in the abuse or neglect (Section
660. 300) .

Once a report is received, the Departnent of Social Services
shal | imredi ately begin an investigation and contact the
appropriate | aw enforcenment agencies. The ternms "know ngly" and
"reckl essly" are defined for placenent on the enpl oyee
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di squalification list for the Departnent of Mental Health and the
cul pable nental state relates only to the conduct that resulted
in the abuse or neglect (Section 660.305).

The Department of Health and Senior Services is required to
give witten notice of any proposed action, such as suspension
probation, and term nation, to in-hone service providers. In-
hone service providers nust be given adm nistrative appeal rights
(Section 660.310).

Any enpl oyer, who must di scharge an enpl oyee that was pl aced
on the enpl oyee disqualification |ist after the date of hire,
wi |l not be charged wi th unenpl oynent insurance benefits (Section
660. 315) .

Prior to any contact with patients and residents, crim nal
background checks nust be conducted on all full-tinme, part-tinme,
or tenporary enployees that are hired or contracted for an
enpl oyment agency. For applicants that have not resided in
M ssouri for five years fromdate of application, the provider
must request a nationwi de crimnal FBI background check, with the
applicant responsible for the costs (Section 660.317).

Upon request, the Departnment must provide the Division of
Enmpl oyment Security with copies of the investigative reports that
led to the placenment of the enpl oyee on the enpl oyee
disqualification list (Section 660.320).

The Department is prohibited fromdisclosing any personal ly
i dentifiable nedical, social, personal, or financial records of
an eligible adult, except by court order. The Departnent of
Heal th and Senior Services, the Departnent of Mental Health, the
Department of Social Services, the Attorney Ceneral, appropriate
| aw enforcenent, and the eligible adult can access these records
for exam nation or copying w thout a court order (Section

Any person who in good faith reports or provides services
pursuant to Chapter 338, RSMo, shall be immune from civi
liability (Section 338.155).

Section 338.220 adds two new pharmacy cl assifications: non-
steril e conpoundi ng pharmacy and internet pharmacy.

The Board shall have the authority to terninate the
distribution of prescription drugs that have been adul terated,
m sbranded, or stolen (Section 338.380).

(8) Prepare or accept any nortgage, prom ssory note or
ot her evidence of indebtedness knowing that it recites a greater
nmonet ary obligation than the agreed consi deration

(9) WIIfully disregard building, health or other safety
codes; and

(10) Demand any paynents prior to signing a hone
i mprovenment contract.
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RI GHT TO CANCEL - Under this act, an owner has the right to
cancel a hone inprovement contract until mdnight of the third
busi ness day after the day on which the owner signs such
contract. An owner cannot cancel a home inprovenent contract if
the owner requests the contractor to begin work wi thout del ay
because of an energency and the contractor substantially begins
performance on the contract before the owner gives notice of
cancel | ati on.

CONTRACT REQUI REMENTS - This act outlines the criteria of what a
hone i nprovenent contract nust contain. At the time of signing a
home i nmprovement contract, the owner must be provided a | egible
copy of all docunents signed. Contracts which fail to conply
with the requirenents shall not be invalid solely because of
nonconpl i ance.

Failure to submit a report will result in
wi t hhol di ng of any future devel opnent subsidy to the delinquent
political subdivision

When requesting a devel opnent study a granting body will
conpl ete an application for the subsidy which will include
certain basic information plus the nunber of individuals enployed
by the applicant at the project site and at the applicant's
parent corporation's site, the subsidies being applied for and
their respective values, the nunber of new jobs to be created, a
list of community econonic benefits to result fromthe project, a
list of devel opnent subsidies already received and any public
i nvestments al ready made or to be nade, a statenent of whether
the devel opment will reduce or reassign enploynent as a result of
any restructuring of the parent conpany, and a certification by
the chief officer of the applicant as to the accuracy of the
applic
